THE POXilTIOAL SITUATION. 

It is impossible for the political situa 
tion to continue much longer as it now 
is. At present tho goverinuont of Bril 
ish Columbia consists, to all intents and 
purposes, of one man, Mr. Cotton, -who 
stands charged hy one of his former 
colleagues -vrith the deliberate folsifica 
tion of the public records of the Bxecu 
live Conncil. 

It is an iaauffcrable affront to decent 
public opinion that this state of thin 
should be allowed to continue. 

A man who is content to remain for 
weelis under such a .serious charge 
dangerous to the public ■welfare, for his 
presence in ollico puts a premium upon 
dishonesty. If the f alsiiicution of 
records is so trivial a nmtter that 
charge of that nature made as this 
-was made need not be answered in any 
-way, and the person charged may re- 
main in the most responsible position in 
the province, will there be anj- reason to 
wonder if subordinate officials thinli 
that they may cooIj their accounts 
suit themselves and falsify whatever 
they wish to make suit their own inter- 
ests? 

The province is now under minority 
■ rule. Mr. Semlin will not advise the 
Ueutenant-Governor that he can com- 
mand a majority in the house. We say 
this because -we have not lost faith 
Mr. Semlin's personal honesty. This 
fact is of itself sufficient to precipitate 
a. climax any day. Tho Columbian, in 
the course of a labored argument to 
show that an early session i$ not neccs- 
eary, pleaded that the goFemmont must 
be governed in all things touclung tho 
public expenditure by the supply bills 
passed at the last session of the house 
'I'his is not quite true. The law of the 
province provides for certain expendi- 
tures in certain emergencies, and it alsi 
jtrovides for the exercise of a certain 
latitude hy the government in making 
use of the sums voted by the bouse. U 
is not necessary to cite the sections 
which deal with these matiters, because 
they "must 'be familiar to every one. Tin 
power to make the extraordinarj- ex- 
penditures and to interpret, llio meaning; 
of the legislative votes is vested in tho 
government, because it is prcsiuned that 
the government possesses the confidence 
of the house, and that what it may do 
in these matters will be endorsed l)y tho 
house. It is because ho believt-^ that 
his advisers are so .supported that tho 
Lieutenant-Governor aflixos his signature 
to emergency warrants or to those in 
regard to which the views of the 
Auditor-General have been overralod by 
the Attorney-General. Every one who 
knows anything about public affairs is 
aware that at any day an emergency 
ma»- ■ arise when these cxwptioniLl 
powers of the government may have to 
1)0 exercised. If one should now arise, 
the Ijiotiteniuit-diiveriior wonld have 
only niinisters -ivho liavc lost the confi- 
dence of the house to advise him, and 
this .is a position , in which the; repre- 
sentative of the Crown never ought to be 
placed- This was tho rea.'fon which l^iieu- 
tenant-Goveruor McInnoH gavi; for not 
.••igning the .$30,000 warrant for, the 
Stikine trail, a perfectly valid reason if 
supi>ortod by the facts. If he had con- 
lined himself to refusing to sign that war- 
rant until Mr. Turner had satislied liini 
that he Jiad a miijnrily of tlio honse, 
>Ir. Turner wonl<l oitliiT have h<'en 
obliged to do so or resign. Me -would 
probably at once have advised His 
Honor to allow him tp demoDStratc his 
.strength by cilling the hoiinc together, in 
whioli event he would have undoubtedly 
been sustained. 

But ft may be .said that the present 
fiovcrnnient is not contemplatitig any ex-

this time sorry that he did it. His bid 
to be " a dangerous man " has fallen ex- 
tremely Hat. liilie tho Bad Man from 
Badville, his pretensions to badness 'will 
wither under the ridicule of everj* one. 
His position is palpably nonsensical. 
\\'lien liis luylhii-al prototj-pe iiranced 
around Switzerland with his hat cocked 
to one side and defying Austrian 
tyrants, he had something to kick about. 
When his real model, the hero of the 
San Francisco sand lots, broiithed out 
throatonings and slaughter, declaring his 
intontiiiii to blow -up the docks and 
raise merry Hades genernlly, tho wages 
of the average workinginan of Siin 
Francisco wore about $C a week and 
h;ird to get at that. It is a foolish job 
to talk rebi'llion to men whoso stomachs 
are <M)mfortably full and who draw 
good pay with- regularity. It willj -we 
fancy, be difllcult to excite the miners 
of Nanaimo up to such a pitch that 
they will want to hang Mr. Kobins or 
induce those of Wellington to dynamite 
Mr. Dunsmiiir. Our now Kearney will 
lind Ills name is " Dennis " as soon na 
lie tries to put his incendiary notions 
into practical shape. So far as Mr. 
Mclnnes is personally concerned, the 
Nanaimo outbreak miglit bo suffered to 
drop into the obscurity -which it deserves. 
But there is something more to be con- 
sidered. 

The present government party, when 
in opposition, was ilistinotly socialistic 
in its ideas. This is no now statement 
to make regarding them. It was freely 
made at the time and was never, denied. 
Mr. Semlin was not an active pro- 
mulgator of socialistic notions, but he 
no more gave his party its complexion 
tlian he gives his goveruniiMit its policy. 
The then opposition liad for its simlios- 
men Messrs. Cotton «nd Forster, both 
of whom advocated socialistic principles, 
tJio latter because he believed in them, 
tlio former because he thought tho surest 
way to roach olllce was to pander to the 
vote of the radical oloinont. As soon 
as the Semlin government came in, evi- 
dence of socialistic principles being in 
the ascendant was at once manifest. It 
took the shape of concentration of [wwer 
in tlie hands of the ministry to control 
private business, such for example as 
the order-in-council refusing to pijrmit 
any one to purchase public land except 
after explaining why he wanted it to the 
satisfaction of tho government — an in- 
stance of tho rankest kind of paternal- 
ism—also the iinthority taken from the 
legislature to permit only such jwrsons 
as ministers thought fit to carry on 
hydraulic mining and the right to drive 
them out of business at any moment 
without compensation. Thesi? nu'iisnres 
were inaugurated by the party w-liich 
isted every effort to bring capital into 
the iirovince and clamored for the gov- 
rninont ownership of railways. Some 
eoiile have been incliniMl to attribute 
these things to Mr. Miirtin, but Mr. 
Martin only miide use of what he found 
all ready to his hand; ho did not origin- 
itc it. In proof of what we say St is 
)nly necessary to_ refer to Mr. Cotton's 
spoei'lios in the Cowichan ennipaign, 
)aign not approval of by Mr. 
^Martin. Mr. Cotton then appealed to 
the prejudices of the people against a 
large business concern, emiiloyiiig the 
stereotyped language of the socialist 
igitator. It is true thiit he was not 
iiiieere in ihis, and that ho would then, 
IS lie would .'it any tinu' duririj; the jmsl 
lireo years, have thrown himself bod.v 
and soul iuto the arms of those whom 
he attacked.

agitator. His ways are too elick to 
allow him to counsel a resort to violeucc.

It m a way 
ihat -vvlll not be so ptilpably anachistic 
as that which Mr. Mclnnes ha.s seen fit 
t.0 adopt. If it were not for the socialis- 
tic attitude of the goyemmeut under 
the leadership of ' Mr. Cotton, -people 
would regard Mr. Mclnnes* outbreak

that a young man, who is not wiUi- 
ont ability aud some elements tliat 
.socnro popularity, should have'tecn in 
siicli Imste to ostracize himschr from 
public life. 

CURItlONOY PEOBLI5MS IN 

THE UNITED STATES. 

At the present time tho people of tho 
United States are deeply cH>ncorned with 
the currency iiroblom. It ]>reseiits itself 
in two jihases. One is llie frtyo coiuago 
question, which is still a,dvocated by the 
majority of Democratic politieiaus. Tho 
other is tho question of paper money, 
which gives bankers, financial men and 
the business community a very great deal 
of anxiety. Mr. W. C. Coruwell, presi- 
dent of the City National Bank, of Buf- 
l iilo, ill n siieech delivered before the Am- 
erican IJankors' .\ssociation yesterday, 
dealt -(vith the latter phase of the sub- 
ject at great length. . Ho dwelt with em- 
lihasis on tho danger the existence of 
greenbacks is to the national credit. At 
present the United States treasury is full 
of gold, but this is not its normal con- 
dition. In ISO."?, ISi),") and ISO? the trons- 
nry was almost de|«leted. In lSi),"> tin- 
Secretary of tho treasury said that he 
could not stand the demand for gold two 
dii.vs longer, but by good luck, as Mr. 
Cornwell puts it, the danger was averted. 
Hi? very forcibly points out that the 
hazard may be the other way the next 
time a financial crisis comes, and tlio ef- 
fect produced by the inability of the 
United States government to redeem in 
gold its promises to pay would bo disas- 
tnnis to husines.s the world over. 

Mr. Cornwell projiosos that the treas- 
ury shall have a new department added 
to it for the redonjption of greenbacks 
and other government promises to pay, 
and that those, when redeemed, shall 
not lie puid out again. He also wants the 
law changed so as to deprive tho treas- 
ury of its ■present power to redeem green 
backs with sliver. These are very radi- 
cal changes, and before they can bo 
brought about public opiuioii will have 
to bo educated to a much higher degrei 
than it is now. 

Mr. Cornwell does not think mucii of 
an-tiona] bank notes, which he says are, 
from the business man's point of view 
"tho worst money in the world." The 
reason for this oitiniou is that as they 
are issued on government Ininds as a se 
curity, it only pays to issue them when 
the bontis are low; that is, when busi- 
ness is dull, and then no one wants 
notes, or more correctly speaking, the 
banks cannot afford to lend them. When 
times arc prosperous and money is need- 
ed for use in business, it does not pay 
to issue the national bank notes, because 
then the bonds to secure them cost too 
mucli. He pithily states the case thus: 
"I5ond-secur(.'d notes money e.xi])and when 
not needed, and contract when needed." 

During the existing business expansion 
the national bank circulation has been 
i-outraeting. Under those circumstances 
it is not surprising that Mr. Cornwell 
pleads for the establishment of a credit 
currency, which is what wo hare in 
Canada.

His idea is to prevent the Anglo-Saxon 
population of tho prairie province from 
being swamped by iiiunigr.-ition from con- 
tinental lOurope.

It miglrt be 
advisable to extend the test «o as to ex- 
clude from the franchise nil illiterate 
IKM-sons, hilt this, of course, is not Mr. 
.Macdoiiald's idea. What he proposes to 
secure is lliiil such iioople a.s Galieians, 
Doukhcbers and the like shall not be 
come enfranchised iinti! they have be- 
come suDlciently familiar with the Insti- 
tutions of the country as to be able to 
rend the English language. It is not 
siiggestiHl that ability lo read lOnglish is 
proof of an intelligent comprehension of 
our institutions, but it is almost Che only 
test that can be insisted upon. It Is not 
proiiosed to disfranchise any ^M?rson who 
was born in this country, no matter -what 
his lack of educational .idvantagcs may 
lave been. \ very interesting question 
will shortly arise in Briti.sh Columbia. 
There are in this province tt number of 
"Native Sons" who wear the queue. 
Some of them are very nearly old enough 
to vote. AVill they be allowed to regis- 
ter as voters? They will all probably bo 
able to pass any , educational teat that 
can reasonably be prescribed.

A I'onuer New BraiisWlcker Meets a 
Deserved Eate in San Francisco. 

Alunit twenty-five years ago lull and 
sJim young man, Willi the most amazing 
gift of jirofaiiity, was (i«itc familiarly 
known lo iieoiilc having business along 
the npiier St. .fohii river, in New Kruns- 
wiidi- He was ;i (luick-turned fellow, 
made friends easily tiiid developed a 
j facidly of getting money readily. Not- 
I withstanding liis frightful profiinity he 
I was not unpopular, for his niiinners 
i were easy and liberal, nnd he had no 
other not'alile vice. He later went into 
business in the town of Woodstock, 
.N". 1?., and for a timo .seemed very pros- 
perous. Wiiib: some people grew sus- 
piciinis that lie was not all he ought to 
bi'. he was able to work up wliat was for 
a man in hi.n position a fair lino of 
credit, and when one morning it was 
noised aliroad that he had left for parts 
unknown, there was considerable con- 
sternation, nnd some people found them- 
selves badly hit financially. Turner 
went to Galiforiiia, where he went into 
the real estate business, and wrote back 
to his creditors, tellinc; tliein that he "Wiis 
making money and would soon be in a 
position lo pay them all, with interest, a 
promise which was doubtless made to 
prevent his being exposed in his new 
lield, for he never paid up n single dolliLf 
of his indebtedness. 

On August 20 last Turner waa shot 
dead in the Crocker building by a man 
whom he had fleeced. The Chronicle 
thus tells the story: 

-The last kink in the infinitely crookwl 
career of James F. Turner, land shark 
a ad half-interest swindler, was twusted 
vesterday forenoon, when .7. I'- I" renna, 
"one of his victims, shot him in the 
Crocker building. Frenna was slopping 
out of the elevator when he met rurner. 
According to Frcnna's story, luruer 
ctilliKl him a vile name and put hu 
hand on his hip pocket. Al this, Fren- 
wlio has had a permit to carry a r<- 
volver since March, ISUti, says lie drew 
his pistol am! lircd live shots. All of 
the shots took effect in Turner's bod.v 
\iid be died almost instantly, three of 
the shots bLunc fntal. Ho was foiiiul <m 
bis face, groaning, witli .i sliglit lietn- 
orrhage from the nose caused by his fall- 
against thi' marlile. No revolver 
was found on Turner's person. 

•I-'or several years ■I'n'nna wasengnged 
with Turner in various land si>ocula- 
tions. luit since IS",).") there has been bad 
liloml between the men. Sim'e then 
Frenna has been Turner's persistent -Ne- 
mesis and the suits fathered by Freniid 
hiivo been the hardest to beat. Through 
Frenna, 'rurm'r had iMinio nearer to tlie 
penitentiary than through any other 
man. Frenna is a barber by occupation, 
and he has lived in San Francisco 2'_, 
years. Rut he was born in Sicily, nnd 
the Sicilians do not readily forgive an 
injury. He has loiig, partly-closed eyes, 
and ho has proved liimself as implucable 
as Turner was Hlippery. He was the 
possessor of a tinall fortune when ho 
met Turner. 

"Thai man robbed nic of Jt-1,000, 
Frouun said last night, "and he took 
from me 20 years of my life. "When 
my two children lay dead in the houise 
with diphtheria, nnd I was unfit to trans- 
act any business, he oamc to me and 
persuaded me to lend him $3,000 for a 
few days. I refused at first, hut he 
cried with me about my children, and 
because I thought he was my friend I let 
him have it." 

"It Is said by those who knew that 
Turner's stealings amount to something 
like $400,000, and his victims are count- 
ed by the score. Many of hi.s dupes 
i'.ave' pocketed their' losses in silence, 
ashamed to confess that they have been 
lleeced by so notorious ti swindler. Oth- 
ers have' brought suits of various kinds 
against Turner. Ho lias boon convicted 
of perjury, forgery, grand larceny and 
swindling. lis lias been sentenced to 
Folsom for 10 years by .Judge Cook, and 
li-as been several times Rontcnceil to 
shorter terms for other offences. But 
his hK.'k in escaping these pains and jien- 
alties was nothing short of marvellous, 
li.xcept for short times siient in the city 
prison, he never served a day for liis 
many crimes. His indict ment was al- 
ways found to be faulty, or an imijortnnt 
paper would be missing. Turner resort- 
ed to grand larcen.v. perjury and other 
means to cover un bis shady transac- 
tions, and he sliowrd the most e.xtraordi- 
nary shrewdness in slipping out of tllO 
meshes of justice. Ilad his talents been 
employed in soiiie other lino, he would 
have been a famous man. 

"Turner came here from Canada about 
18S5, and undoubtedly ho was one 
of tko fltnoothest swindlers that over 
cimo to San Francisco— nn expert in his 
line. Ho was not a propossossing man, 
having an exireiiiely ugly mouth, with 
protruding toetli, which he endeavored to 
cover up tis well as he could by means of 
I full board, But he had begiiiling ways. 
He was ,i .imooth talker, and poysessed 
of pnrsnnal magnetism. He preserved 
an ntlilu.ile of gre;it integrity, and wa.s 
careful to deal seruptllously with all his 
victims until he hiid gaiiied llieir coii- 
fidenco. Then ho tool: in every one who 
came hit wn.v — hanUovs. prosperous busi- 
ness people, mouey-leiulers, widows and 
working people. Al] was grist that cnmo 
to his mill, and nnj- one with it hundred 
dollars was worlhj- to be his victim, 
lie matched his wits against the slirpwd- 
est people in San Francisco, and iirovod 
inore than a malcli for lliem all. .rud.ili 
I?oas and "Xoliby" Glarke, tin- money- 
li nders. and .Ial:i: Raue-,-, tbi' collcolor, 
W(!r(' among his victims, and these men 
iiro not aciMiniited sltipid. Even .\sa Fisk 
was out\vit!ed. .Several' banks were let 
in, aiiiong llieni llie obi Pacific bank, the 
Sathor liank. llie Ameriiian Trust Coin- 
puny, and others. 

"'riirner lived at I.TJI ("alifornia street, 
and leaves two daughters, young womiui 
just out of llieir 'teens. ITis age w;is 
given lis 48, and his nativity as New 
Briuiswic-k. 

"Dr. Zabalii, the autopsy pbysiciiii: at 
the niorgur', performed llie autopsy, and 
found that nil live slnts took effect, one 
'nuking a deep hole in Ihe shoulder and 
lodginv in the cioihing. two <'iitering the 
back, one over en<'li kidney, another liul- 
ntering the palm nf the Tight hand 
nnd lodging in the wrist, and the fifth 
entering the chest just to Ihe right of the 
left nipiile. Dr. Zabala said that tlio 
hooting uuist h.ive been done nt a dis- 
tance of over three feet, ns thoro wcro no 
powder burns." 

The coroner's jnrj- relurnpil a vordict 
>f manslaughter. His sbiycr held a 
regular rei.a'iilion in gaol, many iieojile 
lling III cougratulu te liim tipon having 
rid Sa.n Francisco of such ii thorough- 
]>aced scoundrel. 

U <ine time Turner .'ilTected to lie very 
religiously inclineii. nnd in nn old pocUet- 
liDok wbicli he carried were found miuiy 
scriptural texts. lie jilso had nice, con- 
definitions of fraud, forg(>ry, per- 
jury and other crimes of tlial nature in 
llie same bonk. He evidently was di?- 
termined to steer ns close to crime as tlie 
law would nllow, and it is ilillleuU to 
tell to what leiiglhs ho luight have gone, 
if Frenna had not brought his carciu- to 
a sudden end.

From Our Own Oorrcspondent. 

Vancouver, Sept. 7;— Word comes from 
New York to-day that a syndicate could 

lie fiirmed with despatch to purchase the 
sixty-eight canneries of British Columbia. 
All now depends on a reu.sonablo atli- 
tiidi; on the part ot the cannors. Mr. T. 
l^. McCovern, who is engineering llii 
deal, is the snnie coiiipany-lloater win 
orfrailteed a combine to purchase twelve 
■aniieries on the Columbia. The synili- 
■ate would be eapitalized at .S.'i.ODO.OlK), 
mil a Vancouver citizen who is aiding 
Mr. McGovern in his venture told the 
Colonist correspondent to-day that the 
deal woulil likely go through on a lialf- 
easli. hair-stock basis, ;ill the principal 
cauners being willing negolialors. Tiie 
scheme li.ns gone so lar that the prelim- 
inary prospect us is being issued. 

A leading caiiner said to-day lo the Col- 
onist correspondent: "We are more like- 
ly to get justice if we unite our forc(>s. 
lind are able to present our claims as one 
man. Legislation heretofore lias been 
mainly in favor of the lishermeii, as 
against tho dinners, thus imperilling tho 
very industry itself." 

THE SEASON'S OUTPUT. 

With the (dose of the sixdieye season, 
says the Weslminster Columbian, 
tliere is always more or less speculation 
regarding the total pack, and all sorts 
of estiiuutes were made. It was at first 
thought that the season would be any- 
Ihing lull a iirolitable one for the cau- 
ners, but it is now shown to lie much 
better than was exi)ecte<l, for the pres- 
ent market conditions are not uiisalis- 
factory, and that, in the face of an 
increased sup])ly iivi'r last year. Of 
course the h'raser pack in ],S!)S was a 
railure, and appeared doublv so, follow- 
ing as it did the record [laid; of 1W)7, 
wiiich was 870.1 It! cases. This year the 
tlgure is approximatidy -ISS.OOO eases, 
which is rpiite up to, if not over, the av- 
erage for tlie corresponding years in the 
four-year cycles. This is the total for 
■17 canneries in operation. 

\\ itiiiii the year three canneries have 
been destroyed by lire, tho Sinclair and 
Western Fisheries canneries in this city 
which were li(;ked uj) by the big lire; nnd 
Munn & Co.'s Sea Island cannery, burn- 
ed shortly before the present season 
oiieniHl. " One, the Labrador, on the 
.N'orth .Vrm, was not operated this sea 
son. But Ave new canneries have been 
built, so that the usual yearly increase 
is raaintftincd. These are the St. Mungo, 
under the management of Mr. James 
Anderson, who was formerly manager of 
the. Western Fisheries cannery; the 
Albion Island, below the government 
wharf, on the South Arm; the Scotch- 
Caiioidian, below Garry Points Soutli 
Arm; and the Acme and Greenwood can- 
neries, on tho North Arm. Two at least 
of these are of very large capacity, and 
added considerably to the 18&0 pack. 

There have been the lisual difllculties 
ill arriving ai oven an npiproximnte esti- 
mate of Ihe packs of the individual can- 
neries. In some cases tho cannors gave 
flat refusals; in others, evasive an.'swcrs, 
some few ni.-ikiiig "no bones" about it, 
and evi'ii proud of lludr success. Slill, 
there was i>videnl disposition to iiiini- 
inize the jiaek, with an eye. jirobalily, 
lo the market; hence, in the partial lists 
already published in the press of the 
province tll(^ estimated total pack is 
roughly 40,0(lf) cases less than would 
appear to be jtistly due to the credit of 
tho Frnsor river. Roughly sjieaking, 
the canneries on tho Frasor averaged a 
little over IO,<X)0 cases each, the total of 
close on half a million cases being made 
up as follows:

Shipments of canned salmon over the 
various lines from Seattle are now going 
on at the rate of fruiu four to ten car- 
loads |)er day. This cTiormous business 
i.s handled- liy the (ire.it Northern and 
^'o^tllel■n I'acilic, which liue.s distribute 
it amiing tlie various lim's from Missouri 
coninioii points to the Kast and South. 
Already nearly 100 ciir.s have been 
shipped from Seattle this season. 
Freight rates to Atlantic , coast indnts 
are neither higher nor low(>r than usual, 
being 70 cent.s jier . hundredweight, car- 
loads, lake and rail, to New York, Bos- 
ton and common points. A year ago the 
rale went as low as 05 cenU per 100, 
this rati! being due to the freight rate 
war between the Northern and Southern 
lines.
